At page 9, paragraph [0026], line 1 , replace, "1 (B)" with "1 (G)". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a method of making a key top", wherein a metalizing layer is 
etched to remove a portion, which is not masked by a first transparent printed layer in 
order to form a transfer layer including the etched metalizing layer and the first 
transparent printed layer and there after, the transfer layer is placed on a plastic key top 
body. 

3. The closest prior art, JP-7-1 64728 teaches a process of making a key top, 
wherein a metal layer (4) can be deposited in between a transparent printed layer and a 
transfer substrate (1 , 2) (see figure 2) but does not teach or suggest etching the metal 
layer to remove a portion, which is not covered or masked with the transparent printed 
layer (31 , 32) to form a transfer layer including the etched metalizing layer and the first 
transparent printed layer as the context of claim 8.
